COUNTY OEM ACTIVATES 
RACES 
June 20, 1997

‘Typically June brings some of Colorado's 
most interesting, and dangerous weather 
and the weekend of June 7th and 8th was 
no different. A strong flow of moisture 
from the southwest coast settled in with 
up slope conditions and the areas 
drainage’s were tested to beyond their 
limits. Before June, Colorado was below 
its yearly average for rainfall. By the time 
this and several other systems moved out 
we were closer to double our annual 
amounts. 


At approximately 7:45 AM, June 10, 
1997, | received a call from Jim Mesite, 
one of the counties emergency 
coordinators, that the Office of 
Emergency Management (OEM) had 
‘opened as an Emergency Communication, 
Center (ECC), He requested six 
volunteers from RACES with H's and 
the ability 10 work in extreme wet weather 
to provide support of that activity. 


A, backup, radio communication link was 
established with Fort Carson to assist in 


the acquisition of equipment and other 


Tesourees, The county Fire Marshall, City 
of Colorado Springs Emergency Director. 
Manitou Springs Fire Chief, and a 
representative of the US Army Core of 
Engineers were all assigned a volunteer to 
shadow them throughout the day. These 
volunteers passed damage assessment 
reports back to the county OEM, The 
reports are received at the Amateur Radio 
‘Communication console and delivered to 
the appropriate agency within the OEM 
for action as required. In spite of the 
‘communications technology already 
available to these officials, the hands 

free ability to pass traffic proved very 
Useful to them. One volunteer took 

video of some of the damage and relief 
efforts and that footage has been 

already been used by the county in 
training and emergency awareness 
presentations, 


Activation officially lasted 7 hours for a 
total of 50 man-hours of RACES. 
volunteer work, Participants included Don 
Fuhs (ke0cq), Wayne Stevens (n0isv), 
Jeff Ryan (nOwpa), Steve Bates (ndmhq), 
Jake Jacobs (ndcyr), John Roth (nOgis. 


RACES provides communication-related 
services not only to El Paso County, 

but any governmental agency that 
requests our services. To date, RACES 
has been by such agencies as El Paso 
County Search & Rescue, Green 
Mountain Falls, Manitou Springs, 
Fountain, Security, and several County 
Fire Districts,
